BENNIGSEN, WIMBUSH HIT FOR CLAIMS OF RUSSIAN-MUSLIM TENSION IN USSR

[Text] The CPSU's nationalities policy is of exceptionally great importance 
for the fate of communist building in our multinational country. By its es- 
sence, that policy is directed toward further strengthening of Soviet 
people's friendship and cooperation and educating them in the spirit of 
proletarian internationalism and toward the successful resolution of the 
questions that arise on this path. And we have tremendous achievements and 
truly historic gains admired by all progressive mankind. 


The progress achieved by our country’s peoples, particularly by the previous- 
ly backward peoples of the Soviet east, demonstrate convincingly the social- 
ist system's great advantages. “The experience of the socialist solution 

of the nationalities problem is being studied attentively in dozens of 
countries freed from colonialist oppression,” Comrade Yu. V. Andropov, gen- 
eral secretary of the CPSU Central Committee, said in the report on the 60th 
armiversary of the USSR"s formation. “Our successes in socialist building, 
the historic victory over fascism and the flowering of ail the nations and 
ethnic groups of the Soviet Union have served as a powerful stimulus for the 
people's liberation struggle." 


As is well known, the question of choosing the path of socialist development 
is the main one at the present stage of the national liberation revolutions 
in Asia, Africa and Latin America. The tremendous «ttraction of socialism 
for the developing countries" peoples is having a «<iefinite influence on in- 
perialism's policy which may be characterized as a policy of attempt to "con- 
tain communism.” Imperialism's main strategic task with regard to the na- 
tional liberation movement in this connection is the struggle to keep the 
developing countries within the world capitalist system. And imperialism is 
using anticommunism as its main tool in this struggle against the forces of 
social renewal, democracy and socialism. 











The bourgeois falsifiers of our country's history and the CPSU‘s nationalities 
policy are trying in every way to disparage the Soviet Union's great gains, 
undermine the Soviet people's unity and engender nationalist prejudices among 
certain people. In waging psychological warfare against socialism, bourgeois 
propaganda passes itself off as the protector of the national cultures and 
languages of the peoples of the Soviet east. Thus, in recent years, Wisconsin 
State University, for example, has published over 30 manuals in the languages 
of the peoples of the USSR (including a manual in the Azerbaijan language) 

in which the non-Russian people’s social and cultural lives are depicted from 
the viewpoint of the Russification policy allegedly being conducted in the 
USSR. Acting as "defenders" of the cultural heritage of the peoples of the 
Soviet east, Sovietologists write much about an imagined “negative” attitude 
in the USSR to the epic poems of the eastern peoples: ("Dede—Korkut"), 
("Manas"), ("Kerogly") and others. They strive to convince their readers 

that a conflict exists in the Soviet Union between representatives of the 
Russian and national intelligentsias of the peoples of the Soviet east. 


Alexandre A. Bennigsen (professor of history at Chicago University, special- 
izing in the falsificetion of Soviet reality) writes of the “conflict between 
the various cultures in the multinational state” and of the struggle by 
"Soviet Muslims” to “preserve their national culture." And E. Wimbush, 
Bennigsen’s coauthor, asserts that "Soviet Azerbaijanis, despite their state- 
hood, have been forcibly torn from their cultural roots and deprived of ac- 
cess to their real past." 


Our Soviet reality utterly refutes these fabrications by the “experts"™ on 
the Soviet east who deliberately hide from Western readers the essence of the 
CPSU's nationalities policy including that policy in the cultural building 
sphere which has produced a real and a cultural revolution in our country. 

A new type of internationalization of cultural and spiritual values based on 
truly democratic principles has been established for the first time on the 
basis of the comprehensive interaction of national cultures in the USSR. 
Soviet multinational culture is now not simply the sum of national cultures 
but their close and direct interweaving and interpenetration. With its na- 
tional diversity and unified content, it absorbs all the best features of 
each national culture and stimulates their further comprehensive development 
and enrichment with new spiritual values of an international character. 


A clear indicator of the profoundly democratic character of Soviet culture 

is provided by the scale of the people's education which is of tremendous 
significance for the development of culture and the progress of the spiritual 
life of society. Education is the most important indicator of the standard 
of nati_nal development characterizing the maturity of national culture. 


Even suc’: well-known anticommunists as G. Wheeler have been forced to recog- 
nize that the “progress achieved by Soviet Muslims in the sphere of national 
higher and technical secondary education is beyond comparison with any other 
Muslim community.” The author subsequently notes that in Turkey—-the Muslim 
world's most developed country—45-50 percent of the country’s female popu- 
lation and 16 percent of the male population did not even have elementary 
education in 1972. According to 1982 figures, of Turkey's 48 million 














inhabitants, 13 million could neither read nor write. Turkish researcher 
(Nermin Abadan-Unat), in her book "Women in Turkish Society," notes that 
over 15 percent of the country’s urban female population were illiterate. 


Foreign authors write of the “tremendous success" and “tremendous leap for- 
ward in the quantitative and qualitative senses" by the Soviet education sys- 
tem. It is noted that "this all-embracing educational system was the main 
factor in the country’s spectacular economic progress and modernization. 

The Soviets have outstripped the West in the training of scientists and 
engineers.” In the opinion of (A. Kreysler), "no single Western country 

can compare with the Soviet Union in the sphere of education of the rising 
generation where general educational schools have been opened in the most 
remote regions of the country." 


Such flattering assessments and comments by bourgeois Sovietologists on the 
Soviet educational system's successes in the sphere of training national 
cadres should not surprise us. The fact is that in recent years a number 
of new phenomena have been observed in bourgeois ideologists’ treatment of 
the CPSU's Leninist nationalities policy on the training of national intel- 
ligentsia cadres. The attack on our party's policy is now being conducted 
by more “subtle” and refined methods than before. These new trends can be 
seen, for example, in the recognition by a whole series of Sovietologists 
of the indisputable fact that the CPSU'’s Leninist nationalities policy has 
achieved tremendous success in the sphere of training national cadres in the 
republics of the Soviet east. 


However, with the growth in national detachments of the Soviet intelligentsia, 
the anticommunists are pinning their vain hopes on the appearance of "centrif- 
ugal forces" in the USSR. 


Let us note in this context that the “Islamic factor" intensified at the in- 
ternational level at the beginning of the eighties. This appeared, on the 
one hand, in the stepping up of the activity of international Muslim organ- 
izations and, on the other, by a striving, expressed far more clearly then 
before, by the ruling circles of the developed capitalist countries, above all 
the United States, to exploit the "Islamic factor" in the interests of im 


perialist policy. 


According to the anticommunists’ assertions, representatives of the Soviet 
east"s national intelligentsia could serve as proponents of so-called "Muslim 
national communism." "The contemporary Muslim intelligentsia, particularly 

in Azerbaijaa, seems to have all the necessary ideological and political 
training and its claims to leadership of its own republic can no longer be 
ignored by the Soviet Government," that same anticcmmunist Alexandre Bennigsen 


states. 


In the book “Islam in the Soviet Union,” A. Bennigsen and C. Lemercier- 
Quelquejay write: “At present the transformatio. of Muslims in Russia into a 
standard type of “homo Sovieticus’ [editor's footnote: The authors are coin- 
ing a “new phrase"—"Soviet man"] remains the ideal." In a collective work 
by U.S. Sovietologists entitled "The Ethnic Borders of Soviet Asia," Enders 











Ambuch states that the Azerbaijanis “have still not and, to all appearances, 
will not become part of the Soviet people.” 


The facts show that it is only under socialism that the Azerbaijani people, 
relying on the mighty strength of our multinational state, have taken an 
independent and worthy place among the other peoples of the USSR and the 
peoples of the whole world. The Azerbaijani socialist nation has been formed 
as the result of the transformation of the entire system of social relations. 
On the basis of the socialist commonality of economic life, territory, langu- 
age and culture, the Azerbaijani people have achieved a high standard of 
national development. They are united with the peoples of our country by a 
profound commonality of historic destinies, the unified economy and national 
economic complex of the USSR, uniformity of social structure, state «and 
political organization and, the main thing—spiritual kinship and communist 
ideology. 


At the same time, Soviet powers’ significance for the Azerbaijani people's 
historic destiny cannot be measured simply by socioeconomic achievements, 
however great they may be. One of the most important results achieved by 

the Azerbaijani people on the socialist building path was their national 
rebirth. Soviet power involved them into the turbulent process of independent 
historic creation. The Azerbaijan SSR's achievements are one element of the 
historical experience of the multinational Soviet socialist state. 


In their anticommunist and anti-Soviet propaganda, Sovietologists also raise 
another range of problems allegedly existing in internation relations among 
the USSR‘s peoples. In an attempt to set our country's fraternal peoples 
against one another on religious grounds, anticommunists often speak of a 
“total segretation"™ [editor's footnote: That is, a high degree of hostility 
verging on persecution of national grounds] allegedly existing between 
"muslims" and Russians in Central Asia. "This segregation," the above- 
mentioned Alexandre Bennigsen writes, “is neither ethnic nor intellectual 
but religious, it is encouraged by Muslims but not by Russians." 


In his works, A. Bennigsen lays special emphasis on the leading role of the 
religious aspect with regard to the national aspect. He writes: "The Muslim 
intelligentsia is attached to the entire system of customs and traditions 
which make up the special character of the Muslim way of life. The Muslim 


intelligentsia opposes racial blending." 


Bourgeois authors are incapable of understanding that the Soviet way of life, 
which ensures freedom of conscience for all the peoples, is characterized by 
a strengthening of the scientific Marxist-Leninist world outlook among the 
overwhelming majority of the working masses regardless of nationality. In 

the course of socioeconomic and cultural progress, the bulk of our country's 
population, including those regions where Islam has spread, were freed from 
the influence of religion. Having done away with national oppression and 
alienation completely, the process of the further rapproachement of the Soviet 
nations and ethnic groups is underway. Thus the thesis disseminated by 
bourgeois ideologists on the fundamental incompatibility between the socialist 
way of life and the existence of national self-consciousness is also 








groundless. They allege that the socialist way of life reduces nations to a 
common level, kinders the realization of national ideals and allows no room 
for the manifestation of nations’ spiritual potential. 





Religion, which is capable of engendering distinctive forms of the perception 
of national life, the formation of ethnoreiigious images of national ex- 
clusiveness, the quality of being God's chosen people and so forth, can also 
play a certain role in the realization of the individual's sense of national 
belonsing, of course. It has long been observed that religious ideology 

and nationalism nourish one another and this must be taken into account in 
the practice of internationalist education. The church, aiming to strengthen 
its own social positions, strives to shape in people's consciousness images 
of religion as the nation's most important basis and a component of the in- 
dividual‘s sense of national belonging. 


Meanwhile, as life itself has convincingly proven, religion under socialist 
conditions has ceased to be a force capable of integrating society. 


Sovietologists now have much to say about the "Muslim path to communism.” 
They propose the creation of a new alternative communism—"Muslim national 
communism"—-which relies on gradual evolutionary transformations in the 
Soviet republics of the east which would “preserve their socialist system" 
on condition that they are wrenched away from the USSR, however . It 
should be noted that the "Muslim national communism" concept has its own 
history. In the late 19th and early 20th centuries, the well-known pan- 
Islamic figure (Dzhamal Ad-din Afgani) described “Islamic socialism" as an 
“inalienable part of the Islamic religion." This idea was developed by 

M. E. Rasul-Zade, who penetrated the ranks of the social democratic gummet 
Organization and who later became a spiritual leader of the bourgeois 
Nationalist Musavat Party and of the counterrevolution in Azerbaijan. In 
his opinion “neither socialist nor democratic ideas run counter to Islam, 
quite the reverse, they are in accord with the fundamentals of Holy Islam." 
"Without Islam, destruction awaits us," he threatened. Bourgeois national- 
ists used to write that “without Islam we have no salvation!" At the begin- 
ning of 1907, (Gasan Sabri [Ayvazov]), another bourgeois nationalist, in 
his play “Why Have We Reached This Point?" distorting scientific socialism, 
spoke of the similarity between socialist and Islamic principles and con- 
sidered the Prophet Muhammad to be the first socialist. Such is the history 
of the concept of "Muslim national communisn."“ 


To consolidate that concept, anticommunism rose in defense of "Muslim na- 
tional communism—Soviet Muslims’ ideological heritage” in which the latter, 
it seems, “have every reason for taking pride” (this is a reference to the 
works of Sultan Galiyev, a bourgeois nationalist of the twenties). "For 
Soviet Muslims, this heritage is a potential energy, an indication of the 
dynamism inherent in their community." In the anticommunists' opinion, 
"Muslim national communism" also found solid ground and development in China, 
Yugoslavia, Albania and certain Eastern countries where alternative forms 
of communism are being created. Now, the anticommunists reason, the peoples 
of the Soviet east themselves should take their ideological heritage from 
these countries. 














Anticommunists speak of the “Muslim path to communism," the “Islamicization 
of Marxism” and of the fact that the “Islamic culture and way of life and 
Marxism, be definition, are not incompatible ideologies. On the contrary, 
they can coexist and even supplement one another." The book “National Conm- 
munism in the Soviet Union" by Sovietologist (Borukh Gurevich) asserts that 
national communism is again developing in the Soviet Union. And the “Muslim 
national communists are trying to create Marxism as they understand it 
without even the least Russian presence.” 


A. Bennigsen and E. Wimbush, in the book "Muslim National Commmism in the 
Soviet Union: A Revolutionary Strategy for the Colonial World,” link the 
question of the "Muslim path to commmism" with demographic processes. 

They point out that as a result fo the population explosion, there will be 
90 million Muslims in the USSR by the year 2000. That population shift will 
effectively tinge all aspects of Muslim-Russian relations. 


Let us note that Western ideologists, blinded by anticommunism, see here 
the basis for future complications on relations among our country's peoples. 
However, these calculations of theirs, like all previous ones, are com- 
pletely groundless. Socialism, as it has already shown repeatedly, will 
manage to solve all problems that arise including those created by demo- -« 
graphic processes which, incidentally, have been greatly exaggerated by our 
enemies. 


Perhaps it should be recalled that L. I. Brezhnev, answering questions from 
the French newspaper LE MONDE on demographic processes in the USSR, said: 
"As for the population growth in certain of our country’s republics, this 
phenomenon does not worry us. On the contrary, we are pleased by it since 
it reflects above all the might upsurge in our republics’ economic standards 
including the tremendous growth in prosperity of the populations of the 
former outlying districts of czarist Russia and the colossal progress that 
they have made on the path of socialist transformations. All this ulti- 
mately strengthens that unified fusion which we call a historic new com 
munity--the Soviet people." 


In the USSR there is no "Muslim" communism just as there is no other kind 

of communism apart from scientific communism developed on the basis of 
Marxist-Leninist doctrine. Both the nationalities question and all related 
problems are analyzed and successfully resolved on the basis of that doctrine. 
A remarkable feature of present day Soviet reality is the internationaliza- 
tion of the Soviet people's economic, political, social and spiritual life, 
an internationalization which is strengthening under the influence of suc- 
cesses in communist building. It is taking place on the basis of the ob- 
jective process of the flowering and steady rapproachement of our country's 
socialist nations and ethnic groups. 


The entire 60-year path of the USSR's development and the experience of the 
fraternal countries of the socialist community provide convincing proof 
that on the nationalities question, Marxist-Leninist doctrine has passed the 
practical test of history brilliantly and that the Leninist nationalities 
policy has been fully victorious. All this has also enabled the party to 





draw the conclusion that our Soviet experience of building a multinational 
State is not of particular but of universal significance. It is indeed a 
union of socialist republics and a prototype of the future communist conm- 
munity of the peoples of which V. I. Lenin dreamed.

Sovietists are forced to change the record and write now not about persecu- 
tion, but about some sort of upsurge in the church in the socialist countries,

NEW EDITION OF BOOK ATTACKING CIA REVIEWED

{Text] A report published recently in the press about the expulsion from 

the Soviet Union of lst secretary of the US Embassy in Moscow R. Osborne, 

who was caught red-handed while working with spying radio equipment, has 
again attracted the attention of the world public to the Central Intelligence 
Agency of the USA--che “incubator” itself of ill-starred "cloak and dagger" 
knights, as well as the failures and exposures of their subversive 

activity. 


This new failure and this new exposure occurred at the time of unprecedented 
euphoria in the CIA headquarters at Langley, caused by the decision of the 
current Washington administration to lift nearly all restrictions on the 
conduct of covert operations by the CIA abroad. 


US intelligence, which has come to be known us an "invisible government”, 
most unceremoniously and aggressively acts on the world scene as the 
assault detachment of US imperialism. According to the NEW YORK TIMES 
MAGAZINE, we now witness the largest build-up of strength and escalation 
of covert operations of US intelligence throughout the world since the 


1950s. 


An account of the subversive activities of the CIA against the Soviet 
Union is given in the book "CIA Versus the USSR" by leading Soviet 
historian N.N. Yakovlev that has already run into several editions.* 
This politically edged study, filled with new rich factual material and 
documents, clearly and convincingly traces the close link of the global 
aggressive plans of the USA with the subversive espionage activities of 
American secret services against our country. 


The "Osh=.nue case" is but an episode in the series of spying and subversive 
operations that the Central Intelligence Agency is planning and carrying 
out against the Soviet Union. Espionage, subversion, ideological sabotage-- 
this is far from complete list of the “specific means” to which US secret

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services resort to do harm to our country and to prevent the achievement 
of mutual understanding between the Soviet and American peoples. 


In this connection it is relevant to recall the remark cited by the author 
of the book that was made by George Kennan, a well-knwon diplomat and 
historian, in his memoirs. Kennan wrote that he himself had witnessed 
how the US intelligence authorities time after time carried out or tried 
to carry out operations that not only directly undermined Soviet-American 
diplomatic relations, but also the very possibilities to reach better 
mutual understanding. 


Analysing and scientifically generalizing the contents of various 
intelligence and diplomatic documents of US foreign-policy bodies, as 
well as the openly impudent statements of American "hawks" and heralds 
of the Cold War, Professor Yakovlev draws a correct conclusion that 
subversive and spying activity against the Soviet Union has throughout 
the postwar period been the state policy of the United States of America, 
an integral part of the overall foreign policy course of US imperialism. 


In the early Soviet period V. I. Lenin warned us that the imperialist 
countries were using all means of agitation and propaganda in order to 
increase the hatred of the Soviet Republic. An orgy of lies--this is how 
the founder of the Soviet State qualified the dirty flood of misinformation 
and slander which the imperialist propaganda agencies let loose on the 
young Soviet Republic. Nowadays the US ruling quarters have passed to 
their special services, primarily to the secret services, the unseemly 
mission of initiators and organizers of numerous anti-Soviet campaigns 

and actions. In the chapter headlined "CIA: on the Battlefield of 
Psychological Warfare" N.N. Yakovlev acquaints us with much earlier 
unpublished iniormation about people whom the US secret services use as 
their assault detachment in organizing anti-Soviet ideological subversion 
operations. He writes about the “non-conformists" and "dissidents" used 
by the CIA, jointly and severally, for criminal activities against the 
Soviet State, for waging psychological warfare. Using examples, the 
author describes the routine and underside of this ideological adventurist 
scheme started by the US imperialists. Here is how an American document 
formulates, with surprising cynicism, the aims and tasks of the US special 
services engaged in psychological warfare against the USSR: psychological 
warfare means recourse to propaganda and other actions, whose basic aim 

is to influence the views, sentiments, attitudes and behaviour of different 
population groups so as to back efforts for achieving the national aims 
and for resolving the national tasks of the United States. 


Investigating the scale and methods of the clandestine operations organized 
by the US secret services against the Soviet Union, the author of the 

book shows that the CIA uses about 90 percent of its funds for covert 
subversion operations. It would be a great error to think that the CIA 

is only an intelligence and counterintelligence body, N.N. Yakovlev 

writes. However, it would be equally erroneous to underestimate the 

spying appetites of the Langley masters of all-out espionage. Illustrations 
of this are the Osborn case and other similar cases.

A new, third printing of the book "CIA Versus the USSR” by Professor N.N. 
Yakovlev, has reached book shops at a time when the Reagan administration 
is exerting special efforts to intensify psychological warfare. Thus, the 
main aim of "Project Democracy” ("programme for democracy and public 
diplomacy"), recently announced by Washington, is massive interference 

in the domestic affairs of other nations. 


This project accentuates the vigorous subversive activities of the Central 
Intelligence Agency, from clandestine operations to the destabilisation 

of the political regimes which Averica does not oike, including undisguised 
armed invasion. It is easy to see the style and hand of the CIA behind 
this set of cliches meaningless in American political life--democracy, 
public diplomacy, etc. This is not something new for the US secret 
services. N.N. Yakovlev's book, "CIA Versus the USSR", furnishes many 
proofs of this, which constitute its asset, making the book topical.

UNITY OF DIFFERENT FORCES IN WESTERN ANTIWAR MOVEMENT STRESSED

[Text] The mass anti-war movement has now become an important factor 
influencing world politics and the international situation. Its main 
content is the struggle for disarmamer_, for preventing a nuclear catastrophe, 
and fcr strengthening international security and peaceful cooperation. 
"The forces of peace are stronger than the forces of war," says the 
Prague Political Declaration of the Warsaw Treaty member states. "Every- 
thing depends on their cohesion and the purposefulness of their actions." 


The development of the international public movement of peace forces is 
marked by the strengthening of the unity of action of its different 
components. The social structure of the movement has changed, and its 
political basis has -onsiderably expanded. Along with Communists, taking 
part in it are influential circles of the Social Democratic and some 
bourgeois parties, trade unions, women's and youth organizations of various 
orientation, and religious associations. Groups which stand for protecting 
the environment, businessmen, especially those who are not connected with 
military production, pacifists and religious trends, cultural figures, 
artists and Parliamentarians have also joined the movement. 


So, representatives of all classes and of all social strata are taking part 
in the anti-war movement. But it is only natural that it acquires the 
greatest scale and strength when working people, the working class join it. 
Coming out against the military threat, the working class--one of the most 
numerous and best organized classes of our time--carries out both its 
general human mission and its class task. Because it is the working class 
that is always one of the first victims of destructive wars and most of 

all bears the heavy burden of the arms race. 


The revolutionary working class movement has always been against the 
militarist policy of the bourgeoisie and against the imperialist wars, 

and for peace among the peoples. Karl Marx viewed the struggle against 
the imperialist policy of the exploiter classes, which capitalize on the 
national prejudices, sheds blood in predatory wars and despoils the wealth 
of the people, as part of the general struggle for the liberation of the 


working class. 
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At the beginning of this century V.I. Lenin wrote: “An end to wars, peace 
among the nations, the cessation of pillaging and violence--such is our 
ideal”. The first imperialist world war led Lenin to the idea that such 
cataclysms create a danger of undermining "the very foundations of human 
society” because “it is the first time in history that the most powerful 
achievements of technology have been applied on such a scale, so 
destructively and with such energy, for the annihilation of millions of 
human lives”. The condemnation of wars as a means to solve the problems 
which arise in international relations became a major principle of the 
foreign policy of the Soviet state from the first days of its existence. 


The problem of struggle against militarism and for the prevention of a new 
world war has become one of the most urgent and important problems of our 
time. The policy of imperialism, especially American imperialism, leads 

to an increasing risk of an outbreak of a world war, which with the modern 
weapons of mass destruction could threaten the existence of human civilization. 


At the same time, the present war preparations conducted by the imperialist 
powers are profoundly anti-human and anti-social. They hinder social and 
economic progress, mean parasitic use of workforce and great scienfitic 

and technological discoveries and stimulate inflation, growth in unemployment, 
a slow-down of production growth rates and an increase in taxes in the 
capitalist countries. 


One of the most familiar arguments against disarmament is the view that 

the halting of the arms race would aggravate economic problems. The people 

who express this view believe that the arms buildup stimulates economic 

growth and facilitates the solution of one of the most serious problems 

that face the capitalist world, the problem of unemployment. But even if * 
we say nothing about the direct threat of nuclear catastrophe, the arms 

race itself is a senseless waste of mankind's material and intellectual 

resources which the world needs so badly to combat hunger, diseases and 

illiteracy and solve its social, energy, raw material and ecological 


problems. 


There is incontrovertible evidence that investments in the military sphere, 
which consumes a great deal more capital than civilian industries, create 
fewer jobs than alternative investments in the peace!¥! sectors of the 
economy. Several times more capital must be invested to create one job in 
the arms manufacturing industries than in the civilian industries or the 
services. According to the US Bureau of Labor Statistics, the transfer 

of 10,000 million dollars from defence to health and social security would 
make it possible to create 240,000 new jobs. On the whole, according to 
estimates by staff of the University of Illisois, the conversion of the 
American economy to peaceful production would create 6.7 million jobs. 


Under these conditions, the working class is ever more determinedly 
fighting not only for its vital economic demands, but also against the 
militarisation of the economy and for the preservation and strengthening 
of peace. The mass of the working people took the most active part in the 
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series of big antiwar demonstrations and in the numerous Peace Marches 
that swept Western Europe in 1981-1982 and in the first months of this 
year. A significant contribution to the development of the antiwar 
movement was the international miners’ conference for peace and detente 
at Newcastle, Britain, the World Trade Union Conference on the Social 

and Economic Aspects of Disarmament, held in Paris, and many other forums 


of labour. 


The appeal of the largest West German working people's organization--the 
Association of German Trade Unions--"Peace Through Disarmament” has evoked 
broad response in Western Europe. This appeal, which was an important new 
step of the antiwar forces which came out in support of the Krefeld Appeal 
of peace supporters, the Bielefeld Appeal and other initiatives, has 
demonstrated the opposition of the working people of the FRG to attempts 
at stationing new US medium-range nuclear missiles in Western Europe and 
to the nuclear arms race. The board of the German Communist Party has 
assessed this document as the trade unions’ contribution to the growing 
movement of peace supporters in the Federal Republic of Germany. 


The antiwar movement in the USA also keeps mounting. Last Jume the 

largest antiwar demonstration in national history took place there gathering 
about a million of peace supporters in the streets of New York. A drive 

for a freeze on nuclear arsenals has been launched in 48 states of the 
country, sponsored by over 100 political, public and religions organizations. 


One of the chief objectives of the antiwar movement of the working class 
at the present stage is to combat attempts at a return to the policy of 
the Cold War long rejected by the peoples of the world. The proletariat 
has only gained from detente and is not going to pay for the aggravation 
of the international situation, for the course of imperialist circles 
seeking a confrontation with the Soviet Union and other socialist states. 


The progressive organizations of the working class, especially in Western 
Europe, are opposed to the ever new attempts by Washington to unleash an 
economic and trade war against the USSR, Poland and other countries of 
socialism. Representatives of many trade unions and Social Democratic 
parties correctly perceive in these actiosn of the USA one of the substan- 
tial elements of the sharpening of international tension, as well as a 
direct blow at the interests of the working class in the Western countries, 
since economic cooperation with the socialist states serves as a factor of 
no mean importance helping to raise the level of employment and to reduce 
the adverse effects of the crisis phenomena. 


Conscious workers and their Marxist-Leninist Parties have always been in 
the van of the peace movement. The International Meetings of the Communist 
and Workers’ Parties held in Moscow in 1957, 1960 and 1969, the Conference 
of the European Communist and Workers’ Parties held in Berlin in 1976, and 
the Paris Meeting of the European Communist Parties in 1980 and the regional 
Conferences of the Communists of Arab Countries and Latin American States 
devoted much attention to the major problem of our time--the preservation 
of peace, the prevention of the destruction of human civilization. 
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However, historical experience shows that the efforts of the revolutionary 
wing of the workers’ movement alone were insufficient for preserving and 
strengthening peace. Within this context a question arises of the stand 

of the Social-Democratic Parties and mass organizations linked with then. 
In recent years the Socialist International has begun to pay more attention 
to the participation in the anti-war movement, in actions for arms 
limitation. 


The conference of representatives of the Socialist and Social-Democratic 
Parties of Belgium, Holland, Luxembourg, Denmark and Norway, held in Bonn 
late January, has become a significant event of this year. Representatives 
of the Social-Democratic Party of Germany and the British Labour Party 
attended that conference as observers. Having spoken out for the attain- 
ment of the positive results at the Geneva-based Soviet-American talks on 
the limitation of nuclear weapons in Europe, the conferees pointed out 

that new Soviet proposals in this field contribute to the progress of 

these talks. The US stand aimed at gaining the military superiority of 

the American side was characterized as unrealistic. 


The anti-war activity of the trade unions, which are under the influence 
of Social Democracy, in West Germany, Britain, Finland, Scandinavian and 
some other countries has become somewhat more vigorous. The very nature 
of trade unions, the character of the activity of these most mass 
organizations of the working people predetermine their deep interest in 
the preservation of peace and in the discontinuation of the arms race. 
Under present-day conditions to defend the interests of the working 
people means, first of all, to ensure their peaceful morrow, to remove 
from their shoulders the load of exorbitant military spending. 


The Tenth World Congress of Trade Unions held in Havana in 1982--the 
largest forum in the history of the world trade union movement, which 
focussed its discussions on the problems of the working people's anti-war 
struggle, called on trade union organizations to redouble their efforts 
in the struggle for peace and disarmament, to more persistently work for 
overcoming the disunity of the international trade union movement. The 
Congress has pointed out that vigorous and coordinated actions of trade 
unions of all trends predetermine to a large extent the solution of the 
most pressing problem of our time--the prevention of nuclear holocaust, 
the preservation and strengthening of peace. 


The working class of the countries of the socialist community is making an 
especially weighty contribution to struggle for peace. 


By its selfless labour it consolidates these countries’ economic and 
military potentials whole and entirely serving the cause of peace and 
international security. Standing at the wheel of state power, the working 
class in the socialist countries is conducting a peaceful foreign policy 
which is aimed at curbing the militarist policy o* imperialism and at 
restraining the arms race. 
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The 24th, the 25th and the 26th Congresses of the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union played an incomparable role in mobilising the broad public 
forces to struggle for peace and international security. The Peace 
Programme, adopted at the 24th CPSU Congress and furthered in the decisions 
of the two subsequent congresses, and the efforts of the Soviet 

Communists for its implementation are regarded in many countries as a 
model of a political party's attitude to its commitments. 


The new peace proposals of the CPSU and the Soviet state, advanced in the 
past few months and unanimously approved at the Prague conference of the 
Political Consultative Committee of the Warsaw Treaty member-states, are 
fresh convincing proof of the firm aspiration for peace of the Soviet 
working class and all working people of the countries of the socialist 
community.

MEXICAN DEBT PROBLEMS TYPICAL OF WESTERN ‘PLUNDERING’ IN THIRD WORLD

Side of the Oil Boon"/ 


[Text/ On the outside, the Mexican capital city looks like it 
did a year ago. There is still the same endless stream of auto- 
mobiles; the same generous sun stubbornly pierces the smog; 

and the tall palms on the boulevards stretch skyward, as if con- 
tending with the skyscrapers for growth. It’s only after one 
has looked closely that one notices the abandoned construction 
sites here and there. And the flashing welders’ torches no 
longer blaze in the familiar steel framework of the “Femex”" 
Building. 


“This structure symbolizes the future of our country,” Mexicans would say to me 
a year ago, pointing to the future headquarters of the state petroleum company. 


tes, the "Pemex" skyscraper embodied the hopes connected with the oil boom. In 
the soutn of Mexico, where the ancient cities of the Mayas lie hidden among the 
lush tropical forests, geologists discovered wealth the likes of which the 
treasure-seeking Spanish conquistadores did not even dream of. Thanks to the 
discovery of petroleum deposits on the Yucatan Penninsula, Mexico moved into 
fourth place in the world in oil extraction, giving way only to the Soviet Union, 
tne United States and Saudi Arabia. 


[It is only now, when more than 120 million tons of "black gold” is extracted 
annually from the depths of Mexico, that the true historical significance of the 
decree on the nationalization of the petroleum industry, proclaimed back in 1938, 
is fully revealed. Owing to this decree, the "Pemex" state company took complete 
charge of the assimilation of the national petroleum resources. The company is 
engaged not only in exploration and extraction of the oil, but also in its refin- 
ing and transport; it sets up businesses and lays pipelines; and it has its own 
fleet of tankers and its own network of filling stations. 


It is a reliable basis for the state sector, a lever for modernization of the 
other branches of industry, the promise of the nation’s finally acquiring true 
economic independence—such are the ways in which Mexicans had become accustomed 
to describing the role of the native petroleum industry. Thanks to oil exports, 
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in the course of four years (1978-1981) the Mexican economy actually grew by 
leaps and bounds: its real growth amounted to eight per cent per annum. 


Assuming that the proceeds from the sale of the “black gold” would continue to 
grow in the future, the government embarked on implementing extensive industrial- 
ization plans. Specifically, it was planned to expand the production capacity 
for refining petroleum from nine to 23 million tons by 1990; to modernize fer- 
rous metallurgy, in order to increase the smelting of steel from seven to 24 
million tons, over that same period; and also to begin creating new industrial- 
port complexes, two on the Gulf of Mexico and two on the Pacific coast, in 

order to disperse the nation’s industrial potential. 


All of these programs demanded huge purchases of foreign equipment and techno- 
logy. For example, the “Pemex” Company became one of the largest importers of 
equipment of its type. And here the American petroleum concerns were already 
trying to get out what they were unable to get from the resources of the Yucatan 
Peninsula by a more direct methods Mexico was forced to borrow money from for- 
eign banks; and then to ask for new loans, in order to pay the interest on the 
old ones. The debts grew like a snowball. And they could only put their trust 
in the hope that oil prices would continue to rise in the future. But it didn’t 
happen that way. 


Having come to Mexico 2 full year after my first trip, I no longer found an 
atmosphere of high hopes, but a mood of concern and alarm. After four years ot 
rapid growth in production, a recession appeared. The official indicator of 
inflation came very close to 100 per cent, and the nation’s foreign debt reached 
an inconceivable sum—85 billion dollars. 


It became necessary to bring to a halt or reduce the economic and social programs 
which were begun. And here also the government seemed to be a victim of its own 
successes. It is not easy to curtail the construction of the plants, roads and 
schools if nearly half the working population of Mexico does not have steady 
work. It is still more painful to cut off the government subsidies, which 
comprised one-fifth of the expenditures in the Mexican budget. Americans who 
come down from California or Texas for the weekend did not disdain to buy up 

a week's supply of bread in Mexico or to fill a spare gas can. Prices for the 
daily necessities, and payment for municipal services were maintained at a 
stable level by virtue of government subsidies, the abolition of which would 

be especially hard on the needy families. 


But how is one to explain the changes which have come to pass? How and why 
did the vast wealth bestowed by nature start to turn into slavery to debt? 


The Mexican example bears witness to the fact that the economy of a developing 
nation remains extremely vulnerable to outside influence, even when foreign 
capital has lost *hne right to have its way completely within it. The Mexican 
oil boom coincided with the current recession in the world capitalist economy. 
The consequences of this recession, as well as the anti-crisis measures taken 
by the leading Western powers, dealt Mexico a double blow. In the first place, 
because of the decline in the demand for fuel, the prices for oil ceased to 
grow and even feil. And in the second place, almost simultaneously the banks 
sharply raised the rate of discount, and interest on loans was increased. 
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In the years 1961-1982, Mexico had planned to receive about 20 billion dollars ° 
each year from the sale of oil, but earned only 13-14 billion dollars per year. 

The reduction in income from the main article of export (oil comprises three- 

quarters of its volume) forced the Mexican government to take out more and more 

new loans. But the more the state demanded money, the more expensive it became 

and the higher (up to 65 per cent) became the bank interest rate. 


And a third factor was added to the combination of these two unfavorable ones. 
Owing to the different rates of inflation in Mexico and the USA tlie peso was 
losing value faster than the dollar. And this prepared the ground for currency 
speculation. The trans-national corporations which had been introduced to 
Mexico, as well as domestic industrialists and bankers, began to convert their 
prozits into dollars and to transfer them abroad. According to former :resident 
Lopez Fortillo, in the last two years more than 30 billion dollars have been 
carried out of the country. Only his nationalization of the banks put a stop 
to the massive outflow of capital, which was threatening to bring Mexico to 
complete bankruptcy. 


In the vears 1981-1982 the country was forced to pay out 13-14 billion dollars 
annually just to pay the interest on its short-term loans. Thus, for the second 
year in a row, Mexico has been forced to give its creditors essentially its 
en-ire receipts from the sale of oil. For the second year the national wealth, 
extracted from the deptns of the nation, has been turned into profits for the 
foreign bankers, while at the same time Mexico’s debt itself remains unchanged. 


The current difficulties in the Mexican economy are very typical for developing 
countries in Asia, Africa and Latin America. Their foreign debt continues to 
grow at a rapid rate. The payment of just the interest on this gigantic cebt 
devours a significant portion of the income of the developing countries from 
export of goods. 


As it was noted at the meeting of the coordinating bureau of nonaligned nations 
in Man » “The growth of foreign debt and the worsening conditions for repay- 
men: exemplify the injustice of the present economic order”. The participants 
in the meeting in » Where Mexico attended as an observer, noted that 

as the result of the attempt of the leading industrial powers to transfer to 
the developing nations the consequences of the economic crisis, for the first 
time in forty years they have recorded a decline in the level of production in 
Latin America, and the inflation rate has reached 80 per cent per annum. And 
the main reason for this is the severe decline in prices for export goods from 
the region (For Mexico this concerns not only oil, but also silver, cotton, 
soffee and cocao), along with further increases in costs for imported equipment 
and technology, and bank credit rates. 


Today Brazil has the very largest debt in Latin America (89 billion dollars); 
while Mexico's foreign debt is 85 billion; Argentina's, 42 billion; and Venezuela 
nas a foreign debt of 37 billion dollars. As one can see, the countries with 

the very greatest debt to international financial capital are not the very poor- 
est, but on the contrary those who have been generously blessed with natural 
resources. A paradox? No, it is more likely the natural order of things. The 
imperialists prefer to plunder those who have something worth taking.

Mexico, in this sense, is in an especially vulnerable position. The common bor- 
der with the United States, which runs for 3,000 kilometers, has made her the 
favorite object of expansion on the part of her northern neighbor. In the past 
century, ome-half of Mexico’s territory was seized by force; in the present cen- 
tury, American armed expansion has beer replaced with the economic kind. 


The Mexican economy is profoundly and structurally dependent on American capital. 
And the oil boom was not able to put a stop to this. In 1962 the turnover of 
goods between the two neighbors reached 32 billion dollars. Since the beginning 
of the present decade, Mexico has become the USA’s third most important trading 
partner, after Canada and Japan. In Washington this is greeted as an indicator 
of a “special relationship”. But the Mexicans see the trade with their northern 
neighbor as the relationship of a horse and its rider. After all, the Anericans 
sell their equipment and technology at monopolistic prices, but they buy up the 
raw materials at reduced prices. 


As soon as the Yucatan Peninsula revealed to the people the wealth from its 
depths, Washington embarked on a course to increase Mexico's dependence on the 
USA, by means of the one-sided orientation of her oil exports to the American 
market. .After losing its former positions in Iran, the United States began to 
seek access to Mexican oil, in crder to reduce in this manner purchases in the 
Near East, and to diversify its sources of energy resources (in which the USA 
is also trying to replace Western Europe and Japan). 


As recently as the mid-1970’s the Mexican government had formulated principles 
intended to not permit excessive dependence on export of oil to the USA. It had 
been decided, first of all, to seli abroad no more oil than it used within the 
nation; and, secondly, established that no single purchaser could claim more 

than half of all exports. The present crisis in Mexico's economy is advantageous 
to American imperialism if only because it makes observance of these principles 
more difficult. 


“If Mexico wants to get on its feet the ‘Pemex’ state oil company must pump oil 
and gas more energetically,” peremptorily declares the newspaper NEW YORK TIMES. 
Under the pressure of the USA, as well as its burden of debts, the Mexican gov- 
ernment was forced to retreat from its intention to limit oil extraction by two 
million barrels per day. In spi*+e of the unfavorable prices, this indicator will 
rise to 2.8 million barrels (Of these 1.5 million barrels per day ar» going for 
export at present). They were forced to agree to increasing the supply of Mexi- 
can cil to their northern neighbor. 


sexico’s example, where oil riches first moved the country ahead, and then 
turned into a burden of debts, vividly shows how firm are the hidden forms of 
exploitation and plunder, the legacy of imperialism from colonial times; and how 
necessary is a new international economic order, the establishment of which the 
developing countries of Asia, Africa and Latin America req.ire, with the support 
of the socialist states.

GF151205 [Editorial Report] Tashkent International Service in Jighur at 
2330 GMT on 13 March 1983 carries a very poorly heard commentary entitled: 
"Youths Struggling for the Liberation of Xinjiang” on the occasion of the 
38th anniversary of the establishmcat of a resistance organization by a 
group of eastern Turkestan patriots in Aksu, Xinjiang, against the op- 
pression of the Kuomintang. 


Stating that the “idea of setting up an organization to prepare the people 
for a struggle against Chiang Kai-shek came into being in November 1944," 
the radio adds that it was not long after that a patriot nam:d Mutallip 
called for a meeting of patriotic leaders to set up the contemplated or- 
ganization. After quoting a number of views expressed by Mutallip on the 
necessity of a resistance organization and on ways and means of strengthen- 
ing it through populist support, the radio states that the banner of resis- 
tance was raised against the Kuomintang in mid-March 1945. It concludes 
by noting that the launching of the resistance movement in 1945 has since 
had a bearing on the strengthening of the ranks of the people of the Aksu 


region.

EXCESS OF HORTATORY POSTERS TIRE, DO NOT INSPIRE

[Text] Alas--the most common problem of visual propaganda is that it is not 
addressed to anyone in particular. For example--the central city park. As 
you walk into the park, you will see a bar to the left of the entrance. Next 
to the bar there is a huge panel with the message: "The food program is a 


concern of each and all." 


You have to ask yourself: Is the appeal concerning the food program addressed 
to those frequenting the bar? 


Further down, at the main square of the park, there are about a dozen plywood 
panels of an imposing size. They are covered with paintings of towers, 

flags, and stars, without any signs or comments. What is it, why, and for 
what purpose? It is hard to understand. On one panel a é new house is de- 
picted with the message: "Good luck in your new home.” Next to it there is 

a painting depicting a grain elevator, and the message: “Let us fully preserve 
the crops." There is also a painting of a perforated tape with the inscrip- 
tion "A good work rhythm--for the transport system!" To whom is all this 
addressed? Are not these just empty messages into the air, statements that 


do not convey anything meaningful? 


I ask D. Kalyakin, the park director: "Who is the author of this visual 
propaganda? Who reviewed it and recommended its exhibition to public view?" 


"It is our decision,’ answers the director. "I came to work one morning, 

looked around, and thought thet the park looked bare. So I asked our artist 
to paint something. He did the best he could according to his understanding 
and skill. This is how it all started. ‘Our beloved propaganda'--as every- 


body jokes here. 


"We understand that the results are not what they were meant tc be," adds the 
embarrassed park director. “At least here we did it for free, we did it by 
ourselves. If you go to Severnyy Park, you will see that there the experts 
worked for a fee, but the result is the same." 
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I went to Severynny Park. The visual propaganda stand is named "Pyatiletk-" 
{“The 5-Year Plan"]. It contains six panels. One would think that something 
original might be shown there, perhaps some significant facts and figures 
informing about the plans, about what the people would like to accomplish dur- 
ing the 5 years. However, nothing could be further from truth. On the panels 
we see a combine, a field, a building, and silhouettes of people. The messages 
read: “Quality and efficiency in the llth Five-Year Plan"; "Shock work and 
creativity of youth"; "A large harvest during this 5-year plan"; and “Every- 
thing for the good of the people." There was nothing original there, nothing 
that would arouse interest of visitors. 


I look at another panel nearby. It shows a red, fire-like rooster. The 
message reads: "Save the forest!" The poster calling for a careful attitude 
toward nature is securely fastened to a tree with huge nails. 


How do such “masterpieces” appear? The explanation is similar to the one I 
received in the central park. "We had to do something to beautify this walk," 
says V. Paina, the park's artistic manager. "So we decided to order these 


five panels through the Art Fund." 


We should add that neither the content nor the form of these "appeals" were 
examined beforehand and approved by anyone. The park employees "created" them 
on their own. Except here the artistic endeavors were truly not cheap--they 


cost 500 rubles. 


"We did not pay ourselves, the park employees reassured us. The supervising 
plant paid the money to the Art Fund." 


I have to admit that in the past we did not give much thought to the plywood 
panels covered with drawings that are often seriously called “our visual 
propaganda.” A slogan hangs on a wall, some type of composition is fastened 
to a building, a message flickers by. There are so many of them on the city 
streets and squares. And so I decided to walk along a few main streets and 
squares to see what these means of communication express, to what they call 
us or how they make us think, and, finally, what they promote. 


Goncharov Street is the main street of the city. It is "decorated" with about 
one and a half dozen slogans and appeals painted on tin, plywood, or cloth 
with white, red, and other colors. Many of them are repeated two and even 
three times. But the street is only four blocks long. Is not the concentra- 


tion of the “propaganda charge” too great? 


Another major ‘ity street: Narimanov Highway. Here too so much is hung, one 
is barely able to turn one's head fast enough. All the words appear to be 
appropriate and the appeals are worthy, but the messages written by an in- 
different hand, grow dim--as they say, “they don't sound right." 


There is a similar situation on Minayev Boulevard. True, there is something 
new there: 14 balconies on 2 apartment houses are filled top to bottom with 
scrawled messages. I seems that already there's a lack of space for the 


messages.... 
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Walking down the street, I catch myself on the thought: this abundance of 
slogans, appeals and posters does not put one in a businesslike, working 
mood. To the contrary, they are tiring. It is obvious that somebody has 
assumed that the greater the number of colorful posters on the walls and 
fences, the more effective the visual propaganda. But is it really so? 


The problem of the sense and the content of the information and of its 
urgency is the main issue in visual propaganda. Yet, the artists know their 
job. One can always find a clean wall to put on a display, poster or slogan. 
However, the question arises: Is it worth it? After all, an impersonal 
message directed to everybody and nobody in particular does not make any 
sense, no matter what form it takes. 


Why then are these presumably persuasive "spots" spawned in such quantity? 
The explanation is simple: Having fixed such a “permanent” panel or poster 
at a prominent site, one can live peacefully for many a year. In case an 
organization or the enterprise is accused of not doing enough about visual 
propaganda, it is enough to nog at this “spot.” It is primitive, but many 


are thus pacified. 


But Ulyanovsk is not the only city in which these things happen. Let us be 

reminded that there are similar examples of visual propaganda in Ufa, 

Cheboksary, Penza, and other places. Different occupations predominate in 

these cities, they have an original architecture and appearance. But visual 

prcovaganda is the same everywhere. Are all the posters, slogans, and banners 

such as “the protection of green plantings is everyone's business," made 

according to one pattern? Sometimes it seems that the same “artistic"™ bri- 

gade goes from one city to another and leaves in each of them traces of their , 
“creative effort." Unfortunately the effort is completely devoid of imagina- 


tion or flight of fancy. 


One more observation. The majority of the visual propaganda means tends to 
be concentrated on the city’s main avenues and squares. However, if you 

on at it logically, you realize that it is difficult to see, let alone 

to comprehend the depicted thoughts from streetcar windows or the sidewalk. 
The question arises why are most of the panels, slogans and appeals displayed 
there? For decoration? It's a questionable decoration. Would it not make 
more sense to place all visual propaganda closer to people: in a microrayon 
square, in a yard, in a stadium? Also, to make it simpler, clearer, and more 


convincing; to direct it more precisely. 


A specific and meaningful content, an emotionally and esthetically convincing 
form, linking the essence of visual propaganda with timeliness is the basic 
foundation of a really effective and useful propaganda. Why are these three 
"supports" not always linked? How are these primitive, empty-sounding mes- 
sages and just plain hack-work created and distributed among us, even though 
they are not only ineffective but also quite expensive? For example, for 

all the display boards, slogans, panels and appeals, artistic enterprises 

and oblast-center organizations transfer about 50,000 rubles a year into the 


artistic fund alone. 
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This is a difficult problem that's been considered for a long time. Four 
years ago the Ulyanovsk party gorkom and the gorispolkom adopted a resolution 
noting that the visual propaganda is much too tasteless, and that there's an 
“excess of visual means at the expense of the quality." The document empha- 
sized that “the impact of the visual propaganda is diminished by late updat- 
ing and thoughtless placement.” At that time the city plan for improving 
visual propaganda before 1983 was developed. Well, 1983 is here. Was the 
plan implemented? 


"Unfortunately, only a small part was implemented, says A. Obvintsev, the 
city’s head artist. Actually, the most interesting and effective ideas were 


left on paper." 


Yes, that’s true. For example, the plan called for creating the Lenin Rayon 
Center for Visual Propaganda in order to concentrate all the means that bring 
us new information and make us think in one place. But that place is still 
an empty lot. There were plans to complete the parks, but that did not work 
out either, as we already know. Other plans concerned the establishment of 
monumental-decorative exhibitions on varying subjects in various parts of the 
city, but the matter did not go beyond sketches. 


"The lack of funds is the main problem, says T. Lapteva, deputy chairman of 
the gorispolkom. Generally, visual propaganda is paid for out of the funds 
made available by enterprises and organizations. The funds are rather small." 


Here, we can take exception to T. Lapteva's statement. After all, we quoted 
above the substantial sum wasted by various city enterprises, institutions, 
and organizations on visual propaganda. It seems there are no funds to make 
the visual propaganda effective, sophisticated and intelligent, while at the 
same time tens of thousands or rubles are wasted on tasteless items and hack 
work. Is it not possible to combine efforts and funds and to cooperate in 
order to avoid spawning a multitude of patch-up jobs, as the city's head 
artist called the carelessly executed panels, slogans, and posters, and to 
create something real, interesting, and solid? Perhaps this is possible. 
The problem is that there is noone to do it. 


The city has an artistic council for visual propaganda. However to a 

large part, careless creations are passed over by members of the council. 
What happens is that anyone who wants to does whatever he feels, whatever he 
thinks best. And just trv to take off the panels or slogans after they were 
hung and the money spent. I am convinced that tastelessness, and superficial 
hack jobs must be screened before these “masterpieces” are presented to the 


public view. 


Unfortunately, employees of the city department of culture and the gorispol- 
kom architectural-artistic service still see visual propaganda as a secondary 
matter, a temporary issue. They set the “deadline,” implemented the plan, 
decorated the park with plywood panels, and decided that everything was in 
order. One might sav that there will be something to report. But a report 
about propaganda is not what is needed. What is needed, is the intelligent, 
aggressive and timely visual propaganda itself that goes to the heart and 


mind of every man.

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SUBJECT MATTER OF CONTEMPORARY FILMS CRITICIZED 


PM172313 [Editorial Report] Moscow PRAVJA in Russian 14 March 1983 first 
edition carries on page 3 a 2,200-word article by An. Grebnev, film script- 
writer and Lenin Prize and RSFSR State Prize winner, under the title “Themes 


and Schemes." 


The author opens his article by acknowledging that cultural workers in the 
Soviet Union today feel the need to evaluate their work and make sure that it 
makes a worthy contribution to life today. He accepts that many good films 
are being made, both for theaters and for teJevision, and that general stand- 


ards have improved. 


"If any claims were to be raised against anything, it would be against the 
content, the meaning of our pictures. Let us admit, much of what is being 
written and filmed, alas, contains no revelations but is a better or worse 
repeat of what has already been written or filmed.” 


Grebnev claims that although the product seems to have all the character- 
istics of art, it still leaves the viewer indifferent, mainly because the 
problems it depicts have either been resolved in real life or are resolvable 
at the scriptwriter’s convenience within the film's framework. 


"This is especially noticeable in the films on the so-called soap opera sub- 
ject." They, according to Grebev, deal with routine family dramas which are 
at times completely divorced from real life. “Honestly speaking, at times 
one gets the impression that the scriptwriters are deliberately marking time, 
unwilling to leave the set parameters and offer us something new and unex- 


pected. 


"The sin of meaningless content can also be found at times in films which 
must be ideologically in forefront of our cinema and television repertoires, 


films about production and labor.” 


The author criticizes the lack of meaningful films about production and labor 
and attacks the formalistic application of the "thematic" principle, accord- 
ing to which a film is accepted or rejected on the basis of its broad sub- 

ject rather than on its actual merits. According to him, blame for this aiso 
attaches to the viewer who "is not too happy looking at films ‘about work.'" 








Grebnev suggests that much thought should be given to improving the social 
role and effectiveness of art that it cam exert real influence on the people. 


"Of course, it would be naive and unjust to require artistic discoveries 

from each new film. It is obvious that pure amusement, of which we were so 
ashamed earlier, is inevitable. There is, of course, nothing bad in this. But 
we must not forget that we are the heirs of certain spiritual and cultural 
traditions where, until now, there has been no place, or at least no place of 
honor, for hits and bestsellers. 


"This is why I would approach with caution the attempts to create a cinema 
of, so to say, precalculated mass success, which is now requested by some of 


our artists.” 


After criticizing the sets of some of the soap operas for not corresponding 
with reality, Grebnev calls for more attention to be given to the "small 
man” according to the traditions of Soviet literature.

He was appointed head of the medical institute's Surgi- 
cal Stomatology Department by Turkmen SSR Health Minister B. Kiyatkhanov with- 
out an open competition and in flagrant violation of the VUZ regulation which 
says that "...professors and lecturers must not be employed in VUZ posts which 
do not correspond to their scientific rank.” 


Recently, S. Nuryagdyyev decided to “doctor™ the department's title, thinking 

that perhaps that would help: instead of the Surgical Stomatology Department 

he wanted to call it the Jaw and Facial Surgery Department. True, this "ruse” 
did not come off. But he still heads the department. 


The question arises: Why has the minister still not drawn the conclusions 
from press criticism"?
